Actually, the fact that Kyouichi-kun is short was also a metaphor for how he Hanaichi 
won’t surpass Hanaichi (ha ha!). 

Here’s a little bit of trivia... So, there are many types of spiritual practitioners: people who call 
down spirits, people who work magic spells, exorcists wno exterminate spirits, etc., etc... 

People who work magic spells—such as for possession-casting or curse-poisoning—are often 
depicted as being women, so I have Hanaichi use more spell-type techniques. 

Conversely, exorcists and onmyou diviners are stereotypically men, so I have Kyouichi use more 
exorcist-type techniques...I can be a bit particular about some things (heh!). 

Even in Japan, there are apparently several existing family lines of possession-casters and exor¬ 
cists. As a lover of the occult, I would like to talk to such people someday.
